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MODERN MUTINEERS 
Th e mutiny th a t sent a Dutch warsh ip out into 
th e Indian ocean in th e h ands of a rebellious 
crew h as a strange sound in th is modern age. It 
is a long time smce any th ing like th at h as h ap­ 
pened; 
and wh en th e auth orities at Batavia 
predicted th a t th e mutineers migh t loot a few 
coastal towns on th eir way to freedom, th e story 
took on a still more unfamiliar sound—for piracy 
is even more out of date th an mutiny . 
But alth ough th e mutineers may h ave picked 
th e wrong century , th ey at least picked th e righ t 
ocean. Th e seas about th e East Indies h ave h ad 
more pirates, in th eir day , th an any oth er waters 
on earth , except perh aps th e Carribean. 
If th e 
gh osts of old sh ips still sail th e seas, th is old 
Dutch worsh ip ough t to h ave lots of company . 
Th e pirates of th e Far East, th ough , wTeren’t 
usually th e pirates of ordinary tradition. 
More 
commonly th ey were plain sea rovers, recruited 
from tribes wh ich h ad made th eir living for 
generations by pillage on th e h igh seas, just as 
Europe’s Vikings did a th ousand y ears ago. Th ey 
were pirates, under our definition of th e word, 
but th ey weren’t lawless mutineers. 
Th e pirates we read about in th e story books 
were more common in th e Carribean. Th ey were 
usually good men gone wrong; 
European sea­ 
men wh o h ad been driven to mutiny by ill tre at­ 
ment, long voy ages, poor food and strict dis­ 
cipline, men wTh o seized th eir sh ips and, knowing 
th emselves to be damned, supported th emselves 
by robbery until th e inevitable day of reckoning 
sh ould come. 
Our romantic novels don't give us a very realis­ 
tic picture of th em. Few of th em were as capa­ 
ble as th e novelists depict th em; 
few of th em 
followed th eir careers very long. Since th ey were 
eterally mutinous, th ey could not meet th e ordi­ 
nary h azards of th e sea properly , and gales and 
reefs sent many of th em to th e bottom. An en- 
count with a regular warsh ip almost invariably 
resulted in a cne-sided defeat for th e pirates; 
and th ey were so improvident and reckless th at 
if th ey escaped storms and warsh ips th ey were 
more th an likely to die of starvation or sickness. 
All of th is, of course, h as very little to do with 
th is mutiny of th e th e Dutch navy . Yet it comes 
to mind very naturally . Mutiny in th e East In­ 
dies—isn’t th at ph rase enough to revive th e tales 
of long ago? 


fam iliar with th e way s of ch ildren rises up to 
rem ark th a t it isn’t so. 
Th e latest is Dr. Frank Astor, field director of 
th e National Ch ild W elfare Association, wh o h as 
just got th rough study ing th e reactions of more 
th an 1000 ch ildren of all ty pes of movies during 
a th ree-m onth period. 
Dr. Astor, for instance, took th e time to inves­ 
tigate a num ber of cases in wh ich juvenile de­ 
linq uents were supposed to h ave been led astray 
by th ings th ey h ad seen in th e movies. In every 
case, h e said, h ereditary and environm ental con­ 
ditions proved ch iefly responsible for th e ch ild’s 
delinq uency ; 
in m any cases th e ch ild concerned 
h ad never even seen th e film th a t was supposed 
to h ave caused h is downfall. 
Dr. Astor declares th a t even wh en a y oung de­ 
linq uent h imself puts th e blame on a film, it 
doesn’t necessarily m ean any th ing. 
“Ch ildren,” h e say s, “h ave an alm ost rem ark­ 
able capacity for say ing w h at th ey believe adults 
w ant th em to h ear 
On being brough t be­ 
fore some judge for com m itting some crime th ey 
begin search ing for an excuse — an impressive 
excuse. Th e motion picture provides just th a t.’’ 
Newspaper readers wh ose memories go back 30 
or 40 y ears can remember wh en th e dime novel, 
instead of th e moving picture, was th e scape­ 
goat, It used to be said th a t ch ildren wh o read 
of th e exploits of gunmen in dime novels would 
grow up to be gunmen th emselves; 
th e current 
ch arge against th e movies is only an adaptation 
of th a t old complaint. 
Well, most of us read lots of dime novels, y ears 
ago; 
and someh ow we m anaged to escape th e 
pitfall th a t was laid for us. 
Th e ch ances are 
th a t th e same th ing is true of ch ildren today , j 
Th ey take th eir lurid movies just as we took j 
th ose old dime novels—with a grain or two of 
salt. 
Ch ildren usually h ave a better balance j 
in such m atters th an adults are willing to adm it, j

THE MOVIES AND DELINQUENCY 
Most of us h ave h eard a good deal about th e 
damage th at certain ty pes of moving pictures 
are supposed to do to th e minds oj ch ildren. 
Pictures display ing th e deeds of gangsters are 
supposed to be especially dangerous. Reformers 
h ave assured us th at th ey cause many an im ­ 
pressionable lad to go in for a life of crime.
